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RULES 


AS  TO 

ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in.  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants   of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  and  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  room  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for   such    charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

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To  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

The  year  just  ended  is  one  of  the  most  eventful  in  the 
history  of  the  Institution  in  that  the  way  has  at  last  been 
found  to  meet  the  imperative  need  of  larger  and  better 
accommodations  for  low  pay  and  free  patients. 

A  campaign  for  funds,  met  with  remarkable  success,  and 
a  new  building  is  now  approaching  completion.  The  east 
wing  of  the  old  building  was  vacated  January  23,  1924,  and 
the  work  of  construction  began  March  6th. 

I  will  not  attempt  a  detailed  description  of  the  building, 
as  we  expect  to  issue  a  descriptive  booklet  as  soon  as  con- 
ditions will  allow  satisfactory  pictures  to  be  made.  In 
general,  however,  the  building  will  accommodate  550  pa- 
tients and  129  Nurses.  The  total  capacity  of  the  Hospital  will 
be  673  until  the  space  occupied  by  nurses  is  vacated  and  con- 
verted to  hospital  use,  thereafter  it  will  be  769.  The  main- 
tenance of  our  organization  and  of  the  service  to  the  public 
has  been  a  problem,  and  we  might  ask  to  be  excused  for 
some  short  comings  during  the  transition  period.  During  the 
last  year  9,968  patients  were  treated  as  compared  with  10,014 
in  1923.  Patient  days  were  103,445  in  1924,  and  112,040  in 
192,3. 

The  financial  outcome  has  been  satisfactory  despite  handi- 
cap of  depleted  space,  and  the  confusion  and  noise  incident 
to  building  construction.  The  auditors  report  shows  a  very 
small  net  balance  after  a  liberal  allowance  for  depreciation. 
The  financial  report,  committee  reports  and  statistical  figures 
will  afford  detailed  information  of  the  working  of  the  In- 
stitution.

Special  investigations  have  been  made  possible  in  the 
laboratory  by  the  aid  of  three  funds.  The  John  Jay  Bor- 
land Fellowship  was  awarded  Dr.  Warner  S.  Bump.  He  has 
continued  studies  concerned  with  acute  infections  of  the 
heart,  as  well  as  completing  other  investigations. 

The  Seymour  Coman  Fellowship  in  Chemistry  was  granted 
to  A.  P.  Locke  (Ph.  D.  Kent  Chemical  Laboratory,  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago).  The  work  under  this  fellowship  concerns 
studies  directed  toward  isolating  the  substance  in  anti-ser- 
ums (such  as  antitoxin)  having  the  specific  immune  proper- 
ty. Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  first 
year  of  this  work. 

The  Winfield  Peck  Memorial  Fund  has  contributed  to  the 
support  of  investigations  of  certain  biological  problems,  as 
well  as  of  studies  concerned  with  bacterial  infections.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ROENTGEN  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  twelve  months  5,000  patients  were  ex- 
amined in  the  Roentgen  Department.  This  includes  both 
diagnostic  and  treatment  cases.  The  amount  of  treatment 
work,  I  believe  is  again  on  an  increase.  The  period  of  en- 
thusiasm which  was  followed  by  a  period  of  conservatism 
that  invariably  develops  with  the  advent  of  a  new  method 
has  now  about  reached  its  normal  status  and  Roentgenolo- 
gists throughout  the  country  are  now  showing  some  definite 
results  in  this  important  branch  of  Roentgenology. 

In  our  department  smaller  doses  of  High  Voltage  Roent- 
gen Therapy  over  a  longer  period  of  time  and  at  more 
frequent  intervals  has  eliminated  many  of  the  unpleasant 
symptoms,  thereby  causing  less  discomfort  to  the  patient 
than  often  follows  massive  doses.  The  end  results  have  been 
correspondingly  better. 

Though  we  have  been  functionating  under  difficulties  due 
to  the  lack  of  space,  both  in  our  diagnostic  and  treatment  de- 
partments the  relative  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
handled  and  the  results  obtained  both  in  service  to  the 
patients  and  physicians  undoubtedly  indicates  that  the 
Roentgen  Ray  work  will  be  greatly  increased  when  we  oc- 
cupy our  new  department.  We  expect  to  occupy  our  new 
quarters  on  the  19th  floor  of  the  new  addition,  1428  Indiana 
Avenue,  about  May  1st. 

This  new  department  will  be  equipped  with  the  latest  and 
most  improved  Radiograph  and  Fluroscopic  machines  and 
will  be  thoroughly  modern  in  every  respect.  It  will  consist 
of  11,  rooms  of  which  2  will  be  used  solely  for  radiograph 
work,  1  for  fluroscopic,  2  for  deep  therapy  treatment  and  1 
for  consultations  and  fluroscopic.  A  large  comfortable  re- 
ception room  and  ample  dressing  rooms  have  been  added  to 
accommodate  outside  patients. 

We  hope  then  with  a  slight  increase  in  our  personnel  to 
furnish  the  physicians  who  send  in  outside  cases,  a  diagnosis 
on  the  same  day,  thus  eliminating  the  long  wait  necessary 
in  mailing  reports.  By  this  method  we  can  give  much  better 
service  to  the  patient  and  physician  as  the  item  of  time  is 
sometimes  of  grave  importance  to  instituting  proper  and 
adequate  treatment.

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To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  composed 
the  Training  School  Committee  we  wish  to  express  our  ap- 
preciation and  thanks  for  the  many  helpful  suggestions  and 
active  interest  taken  in  the  school  the  past  year. 

We  note  with  appreciation  the  splendid  co-operation  and 
continued  interest  of  the  Medical  Board  in  the  scientific  in- 
struction and  health  of  the  student  body.  We  are  glad  to 
state  that  fewer  nurses  were  ill  during  the  past  year  than 
for  several  years  previous. 

The  success  of  the  social  activities  of  the  students  was 
largely  accomplished  through  the  efforts  of  the  women's 
board.  They  having  had  charge  of  the  graduating  exercises 
and  all  of  the  larger  functions  during  the  year.  The  close 
affiliation  of  Grace  Church  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the 
school.  The  Bible  study  class  conducted  by  Dr.  Waters  has 
proven  to  be  very  instructive.  The  chorus  conducted  by  Mr. 
Wilson,  the  organist,  has  just  celebrated  it's  first  birthday 
and  now  has  a  definite  place  in  the  school.  This  organization 
made  several  public  appearances  and  was  successfully  broad- 
cast on  one  occasion.  The  branch  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library,  installed  by  the  Church,  has  more  than  fulfilled  our 
expectations  in  its  service  to  nurses,  doctors,  patients  and 
hospital  officers. 

The  banquet  given  to  the  graduating  class  by  the  Alumnae 
Association  at  the  Congress  Hotel  proved  to  be  such  a  success 
that  it  was  decided  to  make  it  an  annual  event,  serving  also 
as  a  Homecoming  for  the  older  Nurses. 

The  1924  Class  sent  one  of  their  members  to  Detroit  to 
represent  our  student  group  in  the  National  Convention  of 
The  American  Nurses  Association  which  met  in  June.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  Association  established  a  loan  fund  for 
student  nurses  and  money  is  being  subscribed  for  the  en- 
dowment of  a  room  in  the  new  building  for  nurses  who  are 
ill.  This  room  will  be  known  as  the  Margaret  Edith  John- 
stone Memorial.

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CHAPLAINS  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 

Gentlemen : — 

The  beginning  the  year  1924  found  me  a  patient  in  the 
Hospital  on  account  of  the  accident  suffered  Christmas  Eve., 
1923.  I  was  discharged  February  18th,  and  resumed  my 
duties.  From  that  time  until  June  8th,  except  a  part  of  May, 
I  held  the  usual  daily  service  in  the  Chapel  and  occasional 
services  in  the  wards,  as  opportunities  offered. 

During  that  period  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  19 
times  on  Sundays,  and  22  times  on  Thursdays  and  Holy 
days.  To  twenty-one  patients  I  gave  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
in  private.  I  administered  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to 
seven  persons,  solemnized  one  marriage  and  officiated  at 
two  burials. 

Most  of  my  time,  as  usual,  was  spent  in  visiting  the  pa- 
tients and  distributing  reading  matter  among  them.  Once 
more  I  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Women's  Board  and 
other  friends  of  the  Hospital  for  donations  of  books  and 
periodicals,  so  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

Fortunately  I  had  sent  out  my  usual  Christmas  Greetings 
before  the  accident  which  incapacitated  me,  occurred,  and 
I  wish  to  express  to  the  Hospital  authorities,  and  to  the 
Doctors  and  Nurses,  my  most  grateful  appreciation  of  all 
that  was  done  for  me  at  the  time  of  my  accident  and  through 
the  trying  times  that  have  followed. 

December  9th,  1924,  rounded  out  my  Twenty-five  years  of 
service  as  Chaplain.  It  was  impossible  for  me  to  observe 
the  day  as  I  had  in  mind  to  do.  But  I  am  most  sincerely 
thankful  to  Almighty  God  for  permitting  me  to  serve  all 
these  years  in  this  field  which  so  richly  abounds  in  oppor- 
tunities for  doing  good.

Medical  and  Surgical  Fees  in  the  case  of  pay  patients  are  fixed  by 
private  arrangement  with  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS 

The  rates  in  the  Smith  Memorial  Building  are:  Two  Bed  rooms, 
$5.00  per  bed  per  day;  Single  rooms,  $7.00  to  $15.00  per  day.  Rela- 
tives  or  friends  will  be  accommodated  at  the  same  rates  as  patients 
when  the  available  space  will  permit. 

GRADUATE  NURSES 

Graduate  special  nurses  may  be  employed  by  patients  at  the  fol- 
lowing rates: 

Per    week    $42.00 

Less  than  week,  per  day 7.00 

Board  for  nurse,  per  week 10.00 

The  entire  transaction  is  directly  between  the  nurse  and  the 
patient  and  payment  should  be  made  to  the  nurse.  Graduate  special 
nurses  are  to  have  eight  hours  rest  at  night  and  two  hours  off  duty 
during  the  day.  > 

PUPIL  NURSES 

Pupil  special  nurses  will  be  furnished  when  they  are  available  at 
the  rate  of  $25.00  per  week  with  no  charge  for  board.  Ten  hours 
duty  per  day.

This  year  the  Summer  cottages  put  out  on  the  roof  had  to  be 
abandoned  temporarily  on  account  of  the  new  building,  so  it  was 
decided  to  do  a  little  indoor  gardening.  Two  window  box  tables  were 
made  six  feet  long,  four  feet  wide  and  two  and  one-half  feet  deep. 
These  were  painted  white  and  filled  with  earth — Mr.  Wienhoebar 
having  provided  us  with  poppy  seeds,  sweet  alyssum,  nasturtiums 
and  other  easily  blooming  plants,  the  children  set  to  work,  each  with 
a  miniature  hoe,  rake  and  shovel,  and  produced  a  thriving  garden. 
Next  Summer  however,  they  hope  to  go  back  to  the  cottages. 

This  Winter,  Mrs.  Watson  having  contributed  for  a  sand  table, 
they  expect  to  give  appropriate  scenes,  such  as  on  Geo.  Washington's 
birthday,  a  miniature  Crossing  the  Delaware,  on  the  table  with  dolls 
dressed  to  represent  him  and  his  companions. 

There  was  a  new  innovation  this  year  in  the  form  of  The  Junior 
League  Plays.  Those  who  were  well  enough  went  to  see  "The  Wizard 
of  Oz, "  and  "The  Golden  Goose,"  usually  six  at  a  time,  and  will 
also  attend  "The  Sleeping  Beauty."  A  car  was  provided  for  safe 
transportation  to  and  from  the  theatre  and  Mrs.  Manning  kindly 
consented  to  go  with  them. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  Mr.  Crawford  for  a  Victrola,  Mr.  Cochran  for  a  radio,  Mrs. 
Newberry  for  the  Thanksgiving  Party,  the  Service  Club  for  the  usual 
Christmas  Tree  and  gifts  and  other  members  of  the  Board  for  parties, 
Easter  and  Valentine  favors,  Victrola  Records,  books,  toys  and  other 
gifts.

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients, 
provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission 
of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissi- 
bility, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points. 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease,  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received 
at  any  hour. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  noncon- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible.  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  pres- 
ence in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other 
patients. 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of 
the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  willfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged."

The  above  costs  of  Infant  Slips,  Operating  Leggings,  Baby 
Bands  and  Breast  Binders  are  for  material  only.  These  gar- 
ments have  been  made  by  various  co-operating  church  or- 
ganizations. 

You  will  note  that  the  number  of  our  fourteen  articles 
given  in  1924  is  less  than  in  1923.  This  is  partly  due  to  the 
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fact  that  the  number  of  beds  in  the  Hospital  was  less  be- 
cause of  the  building  and  the  total  days'  treatment  was 
slightly  over  9%  less  than  in  1923.  On  the  other  hand,  as 
the  per  cent  of  linen  saved  far  out-balances  the  per  cent  of 
decrease  of  hospital  days  we  feel  a  great  step  has  been  made 
in  economy  of  new  linen. 

No  effort  was  made  to  reduce  our  quotas — we  had  the  full 
amount  on  our  shelves — but,  instead  of  putting  in  a  fixed 
amount  each  month,  articles  were  put  in  when  actually 
needed.  This  applies  not  only  to  the  articles  furnished  by 
the  Linen  Committee  but  to  all  linen  used  in  the  Hospital. 

The  circulation  of  the  five  principal  linen  items  in  the 

three  years  that  the  Linen  Committee  has  had  a  Supervisor 
of  Linen  is  as  follows :

We  think  these  figure  salone  prove  the  value  of  a  Super- 
visor of  Linen,  and  we  are  certain  that  could  co-operation 
be  established  and  greater  authority  given  us  much  better 
results  would  follow. 

At  all  times  there  has  been  ample  linen  in  circulation — 
complaints  of  shortages  have  been  due  to  faulty  distribution 
rather  than  to  lack  of  supply.  If  one  hundred  per  cent  more 
linen  had  been  put  into  circulation  the  same  complaints  of 
shortage  would  arise.

In  January  one  of  our  two  rooms  was  taken  over  for  an 
inquest  room,  which  crowded  us  very  much. 

Our  work  continued  until  May  1,  1924.  At  this  May  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Board  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Cassel- 
berry  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Borland  that  as  our  instructress 
was  obliged  to  leave,  and  we  were  not  able  to  reach  fewer 
and  fewer  patients,  the  work  be  discontinued  until  Mr. 
Curtis  and  hospital  authorities  thought  it  advisable  to  re- 
organize and  begin  again.  This  explains  why  we  have  not  a 
fuller  and  more  interesting  report.

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BY-LAWSS  OP  THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD  OF 
ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 

ARTICLE  I 

The  Board  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Board  of  St.  Luke'f 
Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  to  provide 
bedding,  table  linen,  china,  reading  matter,  delicacies,  comforts  for 
the  sick  and  furnishings  for  the  Hospital  and  the  Elizabeth  Stickney 
Home  (The  Training  School  for  Nurses) ;  also  to  invite  the  co-opera- 
tion and  secure  the  help  of  the  Episcopal  Churches  and  all  charitable 
people  of  Chicago  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  m. 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  be  of  three  classes:  Active,  Associate 
and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Active  Members  shall  not  exceed  sixty  in  number;  shall 
pay  annual  dues  of  $5.00,  and  have  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
membership. 

Sec.  3.  Associate  Members  pay  annual  dues  of  $10.00.  They  shall 
have  the  right  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  notified 
by  card  of  the  annual  meetings.  Associate  Members  do  not  vote  nor 
hold  office. 

Sec.  4.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  upon  one  who  has 
rendered  especial  or  distinguished  service  to  the  work  of  the  Board. 
The  name  of  one  desired  to  be  so  honored  shall  be  sent  in  writing, 
with  the  reasons  therefor,  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the 
Board,  to  the  Membership  Committee.  If  the  name  is  considered 
favorably  by  the[  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Membership  Committee,  it 
shall  be  recommended  to  the  Board  where  election  shall  be  by  ballot. 
A  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  shall  elect  to  Honorary  Membership. 
Honorary  Members  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership 
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except  the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office.   Honorary  Members  pay  no 
dues. 

Sec.  5.  Candidates  for  membership  on  the  Board  shall  be  recom- 
mended in  writing  by  two  members  of  the  Board  to  the  Membership 
Committee.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  vote  by  ballot  upon 
candidates  so  recommended,  and  upon  unanimous  vote  same  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  final  action.  The  Board  shall  vote  by  ballot 
upon  candidates  recommended  by  the  Membership  Committee.  Three 
negative  votes  shall  defeat  election. 

See.  6.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members 
elected  by  the  Board,  with  the  Second  Vice-President  as  Chairman. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Officers:  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be:  a  President, 
three  Viee-Presidents,  Keeording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  November  Meeting  of  the  Board  a  nominating 
committee  of  five  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  by  ballot. 
To  this  committee  shall  be  entrusted  the  securing  a  ticket  consisting 
of  at  least  one  name  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  one  shall  be 
nominated  whose  consent  to  serve  has  not  been  first  obtained.  The 
ticket  so  prepared  by  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Board  at  its  January  Meeting.  Nominations  may  be  made 
from  the  floor.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  vote 
shall  elect. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  serve  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualfiied. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  all  standing  committees.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  President.

Sec.  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  her  absence. 

Sec.  4.  The  second  or  Third  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  President,  in  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and  the  First  Vice- 
President.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee. 

See.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  correspond- 
ence on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  shall  send  the  usual  notices  of 
meetings. 

Sec.  6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  and  preserve  reports 
and  minutes  of  all  the  meetings,  and  shall  mail  copies  of  the  minutes 
to  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary.  She  shall  also  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  eollect  the  dues  and  receive  the  Funds 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  as  directed  by  the  Board. 
She  shall  keep  such  records  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  submit  to  the  President  each  month  an  accurate  exhibit  of 
receipts  and  disbursements. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  January  at  10:30  a.  m.,  at  which  time  the 
annual  dues  of  $5.00  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  St. 
Luke 's  Hospital,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  from  October 
to  June  inclusive. 

Sec.  3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  at  all  meetings,  including  the  Annual  Meeting.
